The police also believe the men are 
part of the gang which attempted to 
steal the payroll of the L. Q. White 
Company of Bridgewater, and escaped 
after a fnsilade of bullets. 

Slate and local police olllcers said they 
were of opinion the men under arrest 
had planned another hold-up yesterday 
lu which they had Intended to obtain 
a large amount of money from the 
paymaster of a shoe factory and then 
escape to Italy.

The fish 
this year are of good size, eight or 
ten Inches long. Probably 50,000 will 
come up stream this spring.

Germans Warned to Carry Out Pledges 
and Summoned to Conference- 
Peace Resolution Framed for 
Senate — Troope Ready to 
Guard Mexican Border. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

It was easy to predict thnt tho nllled 
premiers would reach an amicable set- 
tlement of their differences concern- 
ing Turkey nnd the pressure to be put 
on Germany. That was what they 
did, nnd each of the allied nations 


lire the Americans and British agreed 
upon a year ago, when the French de- 
manded more than twice as much. 

The Republican members of the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations 
have prepared a new pence resolution 
In lieu of the one passed by the house. 
Its principal features are: 

1. It llntly repeals the joint resolu- 
tion pnssed hy congress declaring war 
on Germany, nnd then adopts the lan- 
guage of the house resolution declnr- 
tng the war ended. 

2. It requests the president to open 
negotiations with Germany for the 
purpose of restoring friendly rela- 
tions nnd commercial Intercourse, al-

They are given possession or control 
of Mesopotamia. I’ulestlne, the Cau- 
casus with the jsirts of Baku nnd Rn- 
tum. the Bagdad railway, nnd nnvnl 
control of the Dardanelles. Also Tur- 
key Is compelled to recognize tho Brit- 
ish protectorate over Egypt, which In- 
sures sole rights to the Suez canal. 
However, there has grown up In Eng 
land a strong feeling ngalnst further 
expansion of the empire and a recog- 
nition of the fnct that some of Its 
most Important boundaries are weak- 
ened nnd thrown open by the acquisi- 
tion of Mesopotamia and other terri- 
tory In that jiart of the world. It Is 
felt thnt the material benefits to be 
derived will not nearly compensate for 
the added burden on the British tax- 
payer. for certainly a strong military 
establishment will have to be main- 
tained permanently In those regions. 

France, Italy nnd Greece were 
grunted most of their demands In the 
Turkish settlement, ami even Turkey 
Itself was considered, for It retains 
Cilicia and has a chance to keep Erze- 
nim. 

When the supreme council came to 
the settlement of the dispute over the 
enforcement of the German treaty Pre- 
mier Mlllerand scored a decided vic- 
tory. Backed to a degree hy Lloyd 
George, he was a bis to convince Pre- 
mier Ntttl that It was necessary to 
warn Germany that the allies were 
ready to take ell measures, even to the 
military occuiwtlou of more German 
territory, to assure the carrying out 
of the treaty of Versailles. A stiff 
cote was sect to Berlin saying the al- 
lies cannot even consider the German 
request for an army of 200,000 as long 
as Germany falls to meet the most Im- 
portant obligations tnu«o*e<l by the 
treaty, and adding the warning of 
forcible action. The council said, how- 
e'er. that It “does not seek to Impose 
too uarrow an interpretation of the 
treaty." and Instructed Berlin to send 
the chiefs of the government to Spa 
cm May 25 for an exchange of views. 
If the Germans then can make satis- 
faotory explanations and propositions 
the council will he willing to discuss 
questions Uist affect the Interim! or- 
der and economic well-being of Gor- 
gmuy. Premier Mlllerand on Wednes- 
day assured the French chamber of 


her obligation. Ratify with reserva- 
tions. by treaty, by compromise or by 
resolution — thnt’a Immaterial now. The 
league nnd other disputes can he net- 
tled later after calm and careful de- 
liberations. Now It Is necessary — 
more necessary every day — that Amer- 
ica's counsel nnd resources he unham- 
pered In the present deplorable posi- 
tion of the world of affairs. A formnl 
declaration of pence by the United 
States Is the only possible cure for 
Europe's Ills." 

The Poles, partly to protect their 
frontier and partly to aid the Ukrain- 
ians, with whom they have formed an 
alliance, have been attacking the bol- 
shevlkl on a long front west of Kiev. 
Their advance, which was not strong- 
ly opposed, took them some fifty miles 
and gave them possession of a num- 
ber of cities. This territory they 
promise to evacuate as soon as a 
«fiil*le government hns been estab- 
lished in the Ukraine. 

In Siberia, though the Japanese 
were victorious around Vladivostok 
nnd along the Ussuri railway, corre- 
spondents there assert the red troops 
i are so numerous that they could crush 
| 'heir foes at any time, but are satis- 
i fed to push them ateedlly eastward, 

; not wishing to give the Japanese cause 
j for an open and extensive campaign 
i against them. According to Colonel 
Blunt, a railway engineer officer who 
has reached Harbin after being held 
prisoner hy the bolshevik! two months, 
j the soviet forces are functioning In 
Siberia In a most efficient, business- 
like and orderly way. The red army, 
he says. Is well disciplined, well offi- 
cered and finely equipped, and no loot- 
ing or disorders of any kind are per- 
mitted when they enter a city. 

Over here In the western hemisphere 
our own war — the rebellion In Mexico 
— Is progressing about as well as Its 
most ardent friend* could wish. That 
l*. if one may believe the report* is- 
! sued by the leader* of the revolution. 
They claim that the slxe of their army 
and the extent of the affected territory 
increase* dally and that the federal 
district i* practically surrounded. 
There were rumors Thursday that

Harding's campaign 
manager, Harry M. Daugherty, was 
defeated for delegate at large, accord- 
ing to unofficial returns. Wood. It w ag 
estimated, might have about one- 
fourth of the Ohio delegation. 

Massachusetts' delegates will give 
Governor Coolldge a complimentary 
vote and after thnt they will go where 
they are led by the big four, Senator 
Lodge. Speaker Glllett, Wlnthrop Mur- 
ray Crane and Edward Thurston. 
Washington chose delegates pledged 
i to Senator Poindexter. In Idaho eight 
unlnstructed delegates were chosen, 
led by Senator Borah, who Is for John- 
son. Three of the delegates are for 
Woiwl and the others doubtful. Mis- 
souri will semi two contesting sets of 
unlnstructed delegates to the conven- 
tion. and so will Arkansas and North 
Carolina. 

Not a great deal Is heard Just now 
of Herbert Hoover, but bis chances as 
a compromise candidate are not In- 
jured by the remarkable retraction 
made by Hie Providence Journal and 
spread broadcast throughout the coun- 
try. That |>aper had asserted that 
i Hoover was really Wilson's heir and 
stood for the president’s Ideas on na- 
i rlonal and International afTalrs. and 
| that he was being supported for the 
| Republican nomination by those ot 
• the Wilson coterie who wished to see 
their doctrines hold on even though 
their party was ousted from the White 
House. The Journal now admits Its 
; mistake, affirm* its full belief In hit

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 

RUSSIA ALWAYS UNDER YOKE 


Kaey to Underetand Why the Unhappy 
People Have Turned to Bolshe- 
vlem In Their Groping for 
Freedom. 

Article XVI.

The history of Russia begin* with n 
legend. Nestor of Kiev, nn old monk- 
ish chronicler, tells the story. Kiev Is 
the mother of Russian cities. In the 
ninth century Slavs and Finns lived In 
a trlbnl stnte In the forest region near 
Lake Ilmen, between I.nke Ladoga and 
the upper waters of the Dnieper river. 
Rands of military adventurers from 
the land of Itus, which Is supposed to 
have been a part of Sweden, exacted 
tribute from the tribes. In the year 
859 the tribes threw off the yoke of 
the Norsemen and drove them out of 
the country. It was Russia's Hist revo- 
lution, so the old chronicler relates, 
and It was successful. Freed from the 
tyranny of the tribute takers the tribes 
began to qunrrcl among themselves. 
Their land was large and fertile, hut 
civil war destroyed order. Then ns 
now. order wss the first essential to 
peace and happiness. It Is told thnt 
after three years of tribal war they 
confessed their Inability to manage 
their own affairs and they sent n mis- 
sion to Hus to Invite their old masters 
to come and rule over them. 

According to the legend, three broth- 
ers. princes of Hus, Ilurlk, Sineus and 
Truvor, accepted the call and founded 
a d.vnnsty, from which mnny of the 
Russian princes of the present day 
claim descent. 

While much discussion has been pro- 
voked ns to the Identity of the war- 
riors from the land of Hus. the found- 
ers of the Russian empire, It Is gen- 
erally believed thnt they were the 
hardy Norsemen, who In the ninth cen- 
tury ronmed through various countries 
of Europe. These roving hands In- 
vaded and conquered territory and 
lived as the dominant military caste 
until they were gradually uhsorbed by 
the native population. 

Novgorod First Capital. 

Prince Htirlk built his capital on the 
hanks of the ltlver Volkhov, which 
with Lake Ilmen formed pnrt of the 
great waterway connecting the Baltic 
and Rlack seas. By this route, the 
tall, blonde Norsemen, who composed 
the famous Varangian bodyguard of 
the Byznntine emperors, traveled from 
Scandinavia to Constantinople. Rus- 
sia’s first capital was Novgorod. 

These new rulers from the land of 
Rus brought with them the spirit of 
adventure of the Norsemen. They 
were not contented to rule the tribes 
who had Invited them. They set out 
to conquer the surrounding country In 
all directions, ami before two hundred 
yenrs had passed they had invaded 
Ilyzantlne territory, established them- 
selves at Ivlev, threatened Constanti- 
nople with a tleet. secured ns a consort 
for Vladimir I. one of their princes, u 
sister of the Byznntine emperor, 
adapted Christianity for themselves 
and their subjects, learned t<> hold in 
check the nomadic hordes of the 
steppe, and formed matrimonial al- 
liances with the reigning families of 
Poland. Hungary, Norway and France. 
They became a great power in eastern 
Europe. 

They had great appetite for con- 
quest. but they lacked the power to 
organize the territory they conquered. 
The political future of the new state 
was destroyed when the princes of the 
Rtirlk dynasty divided the state Into a 
number of Independent principalities. 
For a time these were weakly and 
loosely held together by the patri- 
archal authority of the senior mem- 
ber of the family, the grand prince, 
who ruled In Kiev. Family quarrels 
became frequent. These princes were 
strong inen. They wanted power. They 
strove to enlarge their territories at 
the expense of their rivals. The tradi- 
tional authority of the grand prluce 
tecllned. Yaroslav the Great was the 
<ast of the grand princes. With his 
leath In 1054, family feuds multiplied 
ind disintegration set In. During the 
iext 170 years, from 1054 to 1224. 
tussla was split Into over sixty prln- 
ipalltles. Disputes over the question 
■f succession led to eighty-three civil 
vara. 

Ruined by Internal Struggle. 

During these Interminable struggles 
f rival princes. Kiev, which had been 
o long the residence of the grand 
rlnce. was repeatedly taken by storm, 
nd ruthlessly pillaged. Finally tbe 
• hole valley of the Dnieper fell a prey 
o the marching tribes of the steppe. 
Thereupon Russian colonization and 
•olltical influence retreated north- 
ward, and from that time the contin- 
uous stream of Russian history is 
o be sought In tbe land where the 
Vikings first settled, and In the adjoln- 
basin of the upper Volga. Here 
irtnrlpalltles were founded, some 
em having a grand prluce. who 
lger professed allegiance to Kiev. 
ap|>eured the grand princes of 
il. of Tver, of Ryazan and of 
iw- — all Irreconcilable rivals with 
or no feelings of blood relatlon- 
The more ambitious sod itower- 
u>uug them aspired nut to suc- 


ceed, hut to subdue the others and 
take possession of their territory, and 
the armed retainers, who were wont 
formerly to wander ebout as free 
lances, gave np their roving mode of 
life, settled down permanently, be- 
came landed proprietors and sought 
to share ns boyars the princes' au- 
thority. 

The greatest of these principalities 
was Novgorod. Since the days when 
Rtirlk had first chosen It as his head- 
quarters the little capital on the Vol- 
khov had grown Into a great commer- 
cial city and brought under subjection 
a vast expanse of territory, stretch- 
ing from the shores of the Baltic to 
the I'rnl mountains. Unlike the other 
Russian principalities It had a dem- 
ocratic, rather than a monarchlal form 
of government. The republic of Nov- 
gorod was the first anti only flleker 
of freedom In the long night of Rus- 
sia. and It glowed but for a short 
moment. 

Novgorod hml s prince, hut he was 
engaged by formal contract He was 
merely the commander of the troops. 
All the political power remained In the 
hands of the civil officials. They hnd 
a popular assembly which was cnlhsl 
together In the mnrket place as occa- 
sion required, by the tolling of the 
great hell. The maxim of the state 
was: “If the prince Is bad, Into the 
mud with him." 

In Moscow a different state of af- 
fairs obtained. There the supreme law 
was the will and whim of nn autocrat. 
Democratic Novgorod and autocratic 
Moscow heenme hitter rivals. The fu- 
ture of Russia was In balance. The 
question 'van light or darkness, day 
or night, freedom or slavery for the 
future Russians. Had Novgorod won 
out In the thirteenth century we 
might not hnve the problem of bol- 
shevism In Russia today. But It was 
to he otherwise, and with the success 
of Moscow, autocracy was enthroned 
The Russian night came on. 

Tatar Irruption. 

Then enme the Tatar yoke. The 
“Golden Horde" conquered Russia. The 
conquerors built their capital nt Sari 
on the lower Volga. The Mongols pil- 
laged and robbed. Tax gatherers k»i>t 
the people's backs bent In toll. The 
first trail to Siberia was blazed, the 
cruel rond that was to ploy such nn 
Important pnrt In the horrors of Bus- 
slnn history. Oddly enough the first 
wayfarers who Journeyed on this road 
were Russian autocrats, the degener- 
ate and corrupt descendants of Rurik. 
The grand khan, the chief of the Mon- 
gol empire, lived with the “Great 
Horde" In the valley of the Amur In 
Siberia. Russian princes were puppets 
In the eyes of this autocrat of auto- 
crats. He commanded them to appear 
before him. Before making the jietil- 
ous trip the prince made Ids last will 
and testament and gave direction for 
the guidance of bis children. Few ever 
came hack. The road to Siberia then, 
as later, was a Journey Into the shad- 
ow of death. Some died on the trip, 
others found execution the reception 
nt Its end. The few who returned es- 
caped the wrath of the great khun by 
sycophancy und bribery. 

The princes of Moscow were the 
most willing and pliant tools of the 
great khan. They outraged and robbed 
their own subjects to satisfy the Mon- 
gol court. Muscovy grew strong under 
Lite Mongol empire. The betrayal of 
the Russians was the price. This Is 
the taint In the blood of the eznrdom 
of Muscovy; out of this line the czars 
came. When the Russian princes be- 
came strong enough they turned on 
the Mongol empire. It was weakening. 
At the battle of Kullkovo, 13S0. the 
Mongol yoke was broken. 

Three czars. Ivan III. known ns the 
Great, his son Basil, and his grandson 
Ivan IV. called Ivan the Terrible, 
whose united reigns cover a period of 
one hundred nnd twenty-two years, 
1402 to 1584. forged and fixed the 
shackles on the people of Russia, 
shackles which clanked until the exe- 
cution of the Inst Romanoff. Nicholas. 
It was Ivan III who snuffed out the 
Inst spark of liberty In Russia, the 
democracy of Novgorod. Ivan I\ fin- 
ished the Job; popular assemblies 
were abolished, freedom of conscience 
was killed. The complete doom of the 
Russian people begun.

TO BUILD WORKERS’ HOMES 

Belgium Allocates 100.000,000 Francs 

to Be Handled as Long- 
Term Loans. 

The Belgian government hns decided 
to allocate 100.000.000 francs In 1920 
for building workmen's houses. This 
money will be lent to the local aujhor- 
Ities or approved building societies at 
2 per cent for twenty years, at the end 
of which time a new agreement will 
be entered Into. 

The conditions are that no loan may 
exceed half the cost of the building 
or a maximum of 6.000 fruncs and the 
rent charged muat not amount to more 
than 4 per cent of the total coat of 
building. 

It la officially calculated that the 
cost of building In tbe devastated 
areas will be about 10,000 francs to 
a house. A garden city of 100 hituaes 
In Routers was begun September 21 
and la to be finished in 120 working 
days. 

Predicts Soviets for World. 

A soviet wireless message received 
; from Moscow Hushed New Yeur’s 
greetings to the world. Tbe message 
after celebrating 1919 as a year of 
victory for the soviets, says: “In 1920 
we shall attain a victorious end of 
civil war. Siberia, the Ukraine, the 
Don region and the Caucasus desire 
| soviets. There also will be soviet# at 
I Berlin. Washington. Paris and London. 
I Soviet authority will be supreme 
I throughout the world.”

Some Novel Shopping Bags 


tions of refinancing are largely the 
same in each case and the representa- 
tions of tho eastern lines were said 
to indicate tho questions with which 
the commission will deal in establish- 
ing the western and southern rates. 

Net income of all of tho country's 
railroads fell from $1,056,000,000 in 
1016 to $510,000,000 last yeur, the rail- 
roads claim, while their investment 
has increased more than $2,000,000,000. 
These figures were given to servo as 
busis from which the commission 
could work in developing a scale of 
rates to meet the government guaran- 
tee. 

An estimaed valuation of $20,616,- 
000,000 was placed on the transporta- 
tion systems of the country by Mr. 
Willard. While there has been an In- 
crease in operating expenses of 99.1 
per cent, since 1916, the roads' basis of 
revenues for the period has been in- 
creased only 36.37 per cent., tho ex- 
ecutives’ statement declared, and the 
operating expenses of the lines now 
are 99 per cent, of the revenues 
against 68 per cent, in 1916. 

This year and next the eastern lines 
alone face the renewal of nearly $250,- 
000,000 in maturing obligations, Mr. 
Willard Baid in discussing the problem 
of financing the roads. Some of these 
loans and bonds have been bearing an 
interest rate as low' as 3Vj per cent., 
and Mr. Willard declared that in tak- 
ing care of this amount of obligations 
at the current rate of interest ne- 
cessiated the most careful study of the 
revenue production question in order 
that the roads' credit be kept unim- 
paired.

Washington, iBy the Associated 
Press) — The nation’s railroads will 
need an additional $1,017,000,000 to 
bring their income to the 6 per cent, 
basis provided in the transportation 
act. 

Through the association of railway 
executives, the railroads proposed to 
the interstate commerce commission 
today that this sum be raised through 
increased freight charges, leaving the 
passenger rates at the present level. 

The advances in freight rates pro- 
posed were: 

Eastern roads, 30.4 per cent., to 
yield an advance in all revenues of 
21.1 per cent., or $544,000,000. 

Southern roads, 30.9 per cent., to 
provide 20.7 per cent, larger revenue. 

Western roads. 23.9 per cent., to ad- 
vance all revenues 17 per cent. 

Presentation of the figures marked 
the formal opening of the railroad rale 
case. While detailed statements sub- 
mitted to the commission covered only 
the eastern lines, estimates of the in- 
creases needed by the western and 
southern groups accompanied the ini- 
tial suggestions upon which the com- 
mission is to determine an entirely 
new rate structure. 

The rate figures of the eastern lines, 
embracing 144 Bystems, terminal and 
switching companies, were laid^^efore 
the commission by Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore tc Ohio and 
chairman of the executives' rate com- 
rnitee for the eustern territory. Simi- 
lar statements, showing the require- 
ments of the western and southern 
carriers, the relationship of operating 
expenses and revenues and th^ ques-

PRODUCTION OF DUCKS' EGGS 

Demand at Good Prlcea la Limited 
Except Around Easter — Indian 
Runner la Favored. 

The demand for ducks’ eggs at a 
good price Is limited nnd not nearly 
as general ns the demand for hens’ 
eggs. The quality of the Southern 
nnd Western duck eggs on the aver- 
age market wns poor until people he- 
gnn to keep Indian Runner ducks and 
to build up a trade In first-class eggs. 
A good demand for ducks’ eggs exists 
about Easter time nt prices usunlly 
several cents a dozen higher than for 
hens’ eggs. Most buyers make no 
quotations for ducks' eggs except early 
In the spring. Since three ducks' eggs 
weigh about the same ns four hens’ 
eggs, dnrks are not as profitable for 
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Indian Runner Ducklings. 

the production of mnrket eggs as 
fowls, unless a higher price Is secured 
for the (lucks’ eggs. 

A trade Is gradually being estab- 
lished In some markets for fancy near- 
by ducks’ eggs, which bring higher 
prices thnn hens’ eggs, nnd tlie de- 
mand seems to he Increasing. I’ure 
white eggs nre preferred nnd usunlly 
bring the highest price. These eggs 
should he marketed frequently, as 
they depreciate In qunllty more rapid- 
ly than hens’ eggs, especially during 
hot weather. Tlie mnrket for eggs 
should he cttrefully "|lnvestlgnted by 
those who Intend to raise breeds of 
the egg-laying type of ducks, such ns 
the Indian Runner, especially for the 
production of eggs, say poultry spe- 
cialists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

PROVIDE FOWLS CLEAN FEED 

Carelessness on Part of Poultryman 
In Cleaning Utensils Will Cause 
Much Trouble. 

Fowls that are fed grain are pretty 
sure to receive pure feed, ns nil one 
lias to watch Is to make Hiire the 
grains are sweet nnd clean, and not 
moldy or decayed. However, It Is sel- 
dom advisable to make grain the sole 
ration of the poultry. 

Soft feeds (or mashes) will have to 
he fed to some extent nnd troughs 
must he used for this kind of feed. 
Where the residue Is left to sour, the 
fowls will show the effects In time. 
Fermented feeds do not appear to he 
readily digested hy poultry und may 
ulso spread disease germs. 

Carelessness In (lie matter of clean- 
ing the troughs has brought disaster 
to many a poultryman. The same 
I thing Is true of the drinking vessels, 
j It requires only u little effort to huve 
the feeding and watering vessels ul- 
I ways clean, and it certainly Is tile 
j thing to do. 

PLENTY OF RANGE ESSENTIAL

Discouraging Results Have Come From 
Attempting t n Raise. Turkeys 
Under Confinement. 

Given plenty of range, turkeys will 
rustle for grasshoppers and other In- 
serts. green vegetation, weed und grans 
I seed, waste grain, waste nuts, und con- 
vert them Into delirious meat at a 
minimum expense. Plenty of range la 
essential to success In turkey raising, 
i nnd usually the discouraging results 
I have come from uttempts to raise ttia 
fowls under close confinement

The Saturday Transcript reporting 
the address before tho United States 
Senate by Senator Capper, who spoke 
on tlie method proposed for raising 
money to pay the bonus to soldiers, as 
follows: 

“Those patriotic melon raisers who 
have made their millions and billions 
daring and since the war are now ur- 
ging that the soldiers’ bonus be raised 
by a 1 percent tax on sales to be 
paid on every dollar spent by every 
man, woman and child In tho country, 
including the ex-service men them- 
selves. Mr. President, 1 shall favor 
placing this tax right where it be- 
longs — on war prollts — and taking 
from these huge stock dividends, 
from excess war prollts and from the 
profiteers, all that Is needful to com- 
pensate the men who sacrificed them- 
selves instead of their country or 
their countrymen, in time of war." 

Declaring that the proof of profi- 
teering was in the margin of profit, 
the senator said that in one year | 
alone during the war the gross in- 
come of American corporations rose 
from $35,333,000,000 to $84, 5000,000.

State Preferential Primaries 
Fail to Settle Presidential 
i Nominations.

The Republican senators brought up 
for consideration In the senate Inst 
week the Knox resolution declaring 
the war ended, and Senator Knox 
opeued the debate with a defense of 
the measure and n warm attack on 
the policy of President Wilson. At 
first the Democratic senators decided 
to fight the resolution v n filibus- 
ter, hut changed their Is when 
they learned the presldi ■ was willing 
to have the mntter brought to an is- 
sue and was determined to veto the 
resolution if It were ndopted. It was 
understood that Mr. Wilson nlso 
would resubmit the Versailles treaty 
to the senate, formally making it nn 
Issue In the presidential cnmpnlgn. 
It has been Intimated that he might 
suggest some reservations of his own, 
but It Is scarcely to be supposed these 
would satisfy the Republican sena- 
tors. 

According to Secretary of State Col- 
by. who was presumably speaking for 
the president, the Knox resolution Is 
“absolutely' unprecedented In the his- 
tory of the United States" and “whol- 
ly unconstitutional." He asserts the 
only way to re-establish peace with 
Germany Is hy treaty and that the 
president Is powerless under the Con- 
stitution to patch up any scheme of 
friendly relations or appoint diplo- 
matic and consulnr representatives 
until a treaty has been ratified. 

Mr. Knox's long address on the 
resolution was heard and reud with 
especial interest because he has been 
put forward as a possible nominee of 
the Chicago convention. Senator Pen- 
rose, who usually voices the opinion 
of the “old guard" In the Republican 
party, says Knox will prove the most 
satisfactory anil most uvuilahle com- 
promise candidate If It Is found 
neither Wood, Johnson nor Lowdcu 
cun luud the prize. 


A correspondent In Berlin snys that 
from authentic sources in the foreign 
office and the ministry of finance he 
learns that Germany will flatly refuse 
to pay a hundred billion marks In- 
demnity, and that the offer of such a 
sum, made when the treaty of peace 
was signed, Is to be withdrawn and fig- 
ures startlingly low substituted when 
the conference nt Spa takes place. 
Premiers Mlllcrnnd and Lloyd George 
are to meet before the Spa session be* 
gins and doubtless will come to a com- 
plete understanding as to what will 
be demanded from Germany. 

An Interesting statement concern- 
ing the trial of war criminals has 
been made by Dr. Andreas Blunck, 
German minister of Justice. He says 
the German government has been for 
some time in readiness to try the ac- 
cused and the attorney general bus 
Instituted 317 prosecutions, but that ; 
nothing more can beidone until tlw 
allied nations furnish the evhletlPe 1 
which they promised. Not a word 
has come from any of them since the 
list of the accused was handed to the 
Berlin government three months ago, 
ussorts the minister.

Johnson’s Popular Vote the Largest — 
Knox, Whose Peace Resolution la 
Up In Senate, Talked of as 
Compromise Candidate — 

Poles Defeat Bolshevlkl. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The state presidential primaries 
have nearly all been held; the fever- 
ish race for delegates Is about over. 
And now every one Is free to guess 
who will be the nominees of the na- 
tional conventions, and there Is not 
much more to base guesses on tliun 
there was before. 

On the Republican side two devel- 
opments stand out : MaJ. Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood has captured more Instruct- 
ed delegates than nn.v one else, and 
Senator Hiram Johnson has been ac- 
corded the largest popular vote. Run- 
ning a fairly strong third In both par- 
ticulars is Governor Lowden of Illi- 
nois. But the deliberate plan of the 
party managers has been curried out 
und no candidate will go to the Chi- 
cago convention with anywhere near 
enough votes pledged to nominate. 
The result In the Coliseum will be 
brought about by skillful dickering, 
unless the convention can be 
stampeded, which Is improbable.

Carranza's hold on Mexico appar- 
ently Is weakening so rapidly that 
the old man must be decidedly 
alarmed. The revolt, of which Gen- 
eral Ohregon is the recognized leader, 
Is spreading daily and the federal 
armies lose large numbers by deser- 
tion to the rebels. If the bewbls- 
kered .president had any plans for 
fleeing from the country. It Is likely 
he has too long deferred their execu- 
tion, for the ports on both east and 
west coasts are closed to him hy the 
operations of rebel units along the 
connecting railways and highways. 
However be may yet escape Into the 
United States or Guatemala. Accord- 
ing to a story that came across the 
border, all the rebel leaders have 
agreed on u plan to force the abdica- 
tion of Carranza on May 10 and to 
name Alfredo Robles Dominguez pres- 
ident pro tempore. 

The latest big accession to the rebel 
forces was Francisco Villa who, with 
2,000 men. Joined the revolutionary 
unity in Chihuahua. It was said he 
would bring 10,000 men to the suppon 
of Ohregon. In Torreon the federal 
garrison raised the Hag of revolt and 
arrested their commander. 

After several requests from the 
state department, the navy depart- 
ment dispatched u flotilla of destroy- 
ers to Key West, whence they will be 
able to reach the Mexican ports on 
the east coast within a few hours. So 
far they have not been greatly need- 
ed to protect American Interests there. 
Agents rtf our government have report- 
ed that the rebel leaders give assur- 
ance of the adoption of a more friend- 
ly uttltude toward foreigners than 
has been maintained by Carranza, but 
of course the United States is not tak- 
ing any band in the struggle. I 


The two most Important primaries 
Of the past week were In California 
and Indiana. In the former Johnson 
won a sweeping victory, his majority 
oxer Herbert Hoover, his only com- 
petitor. being something like 1(50.000. 
Air. Hoover expressed himself as sur- 
prised by the showing he made, con- 
sidering the Inadequacy of his cam- 
paign arrangements. Ills supporters 
on the coast charged that a deal was 
made with the Phelan machine in San 
Francisco to deliver the Democratic 
vote to Johnson. 

Indiana's primary law requires that 
a candidate must secure a majority 
of all votes cast In order to gain com- 
plete control of the stute's delegation. 
This General Wood failed to do, 
though his plurality over Johnson was 
tihuut 6,000. Wood's

Meanwhile the allied supreme coun- 
cil and the League of Nations nre go- 
ing ahead with their tasks In Europe. 
The objections of the Hungarians to 
their treaty have been answered with- 
out yielding and they were given ten 
days to accept the pact. The Turkish 
delegates arrived in Paris Thursday 
to receive the treaty with the Porte. 
They will sign It, of course, but that 
won’t end the trouble in Turkey, by 
any means. The nationalists are as 
determined as ever in their opposition 
und in their first national convention, 
recently held, they defied Great Brit- 
ain especially and all the allies gen- 
erally. Their leaders say they were 
willing to aecept Wilsouism but that 
being refused them, they will probably 
turn to bolshevism. The grand vizier 
ut Constantinople hus sent a delega- 
tion to endeavor to effect a compro- 
mise with Mustapha Hemal, the head 
of the nationalist movement. Efforts 
to induce Turkish government troops 
to oppose Hemal's forces have resulted 
In mutiny. Col. Jufnr Tuyar, com- 
mandant of Adrtanople, who has de- 
clared the Independence of that city, 
is suid to be preparing to resist Greek 
occupation. 

It was officially announced in Lon- 
don that Sir Eric Drummond, secre- 
tary general of the League of Nations, 
had sent to Moscow a telegram H'-k- 
Ing for a definite statement of the 
soviet government's attitude toward a 
proposal to send a commission of the 
league Into Russia to coushh r the ad- 
visability of recognizing the Leiilue 
government. No reply has been re- 
ceived. Tbe executive council of the 
league already had selected the com- 
mission and wished to leurn the atti- 
tude of the soviet leaders before Its 
next meeting on May 14.

During the Inst few years one Idea 
about home building has been radical- 
ly changed. That Idea Is regarding 
the size of the house. There was a 
time not so many years ago when 
practically every one who built a 
house had In It tv number of ‘‘spare” 
rooms. There was a parlor on the 
first floor that was seldom used un- 
less there was company. A "spare" 
bedroom, or two, usually was Incor- 
porated Into the plan for the second 
floor. Now there are practically no 
‘‘spnre” rooms, while In the cities 
many homes and nenrly nil apart- 
ments are constructed so that one or 
two rooms do double duty — are used 
daytimes ns a living room or a din- 
ing room nnd by the use of concealed 
beds become bedrooms at night. 

A home thnt contains sulllclent 
room for a medium-sized family Is the 
six-room square hungulow, shown In 
the accompanying Illustration. This 
house contnlns three good-sized bed- 
rooms on the second floor, so that 
a family of four adults easily can be 
accommodated, and by “doubling up” 
there Is room for a guest or two to 
stay over night. At the same time 
this home Is small, being only 31 feet 
square. At the present cost of build- 
ing more room or a larger house than 
the needs of the family require Is 
sheer waste of money, aud considera- 
ble of IL 

In exterior apj>enrnnce this home, 
with the outside walls treated as they 
are, nnd with the large porch, pre- 
sents an exceptionally 1 line appear- 
ance. The building is either of frame, 
brick or hollow clay building tile con- 
st ruction, with the exterior walls cov-

nient excavation Is under the whole 
of the house proper nnd Is finished 
with a cement floor. The basement 
should be divided into rooms; one for 
the heating plant, one for fuel storage 
anti one for food stornge, leaving 
room for the storage of lawn and gar- 
den tools nnd other things thut usual- 
ly are kept In the bnsement. 

Taken both from the standpoint of 
exterior beauty nnd convenient nnd 
commodious Interior, this home build- 
ing design Is excellent and will pro- 
vide a dwelling for the average fam- 
ily that will not cost an excessive 
sum. 

Whenever those who have In mind 
the erection of a home see a home 
building design that nppenls to them, 
one of their first thoughts Is "what 
will It cost?" Rulhllng costs nre diffi- 
cult to estimate with utiy degree of 
accuracy, because so many factors en- 
ter Into them. There Is the question 
of shortage or abundance of the skill-* 
ed labor required to build a home; 
there Is the great variance of freight 
rates on the materials, and the loca- 
tion of the building site in relation 
to the source of nmterlnl supply nnd 
labor. For those reasons it never 
Is safe to say whnt a home of a cer- 
tain design will cost, ftut It Is an 
easy matter to secure estimates of 
cost. The local architect, the con- 
tractors who will be nsked to bid on 
the building and the material dealers 
all can give n pretty. good estlmnte of

F ROM the very plain tailored suits 
of wool to the hundsoraely embroi- 
dered sport suit of silk Is quite a “far 
piece,” hut the interval is filled with 
suits that gradually progress from the 
plain model to Its smart rival.

In talking with people about Husain, 

I hare discovered that most people In 
America have only a faint, uncertain, 
vogue Idea of the country. Czar Nich- 
olas. the last of the self-proclaimed au- 
tocrats, was monarch of 8,000,000 
fwjunre miles, one-sixth of the entire 
land surface of the earth. The great 
Russian empire Is spread over part of 
two continents, Europe and Asia. It Is 
almost entirely confined to the cold 
and temperate zones. 

Three sens hound It on the north — 
White. Barents and Kant of the arctic; 
the sens of Raring, Okhotsh and Japan 
of the northern Pacific bound It on the 
east. The Baltic sen, the gulfs of 
Rothnla nnd Finland limit It on the 
northwest; ttvo sinuous lines of land 
front separate It respectively from 
Sweden and Norway on the northwest, 
nnd from Prussia, Austria nnd Rou- 
ninnln on the west. On the south and 
east the frontier has changed frequent- 
ly, according to the expansion nnd con- 
traction of the empire under the pres- 
sure of political exigency and expedi- 
ency. The Black sea Is the princi- 
pal demarcating feature on the south 
of European Russia. On the west side 
of that sen the south frontier touches 
the Danube for some 120 miles; on the 
enst side of the same sen It zigzags 
from the Black sea to the Caspian, 
utilizing the river Arns for part of 
the distance. As the Caspian Is vir- 
tually a Russian sen. Persia may be 
said to form the next link In the south- 
ern boundary of the Russian empire, 
followed by Afghanistan. On the Pa- 
mirs, Russia has since 1885 been co- 
terminous with British India, but the 
boundary then swings away north 
round Chinese Turkestnn. and the 
north side of Mongolia, nnd since 1906 
it has skirted the north of Manchuria, 
being separated from It by the river 
Amur. 

The total length of the frontier line 
of the Russian empire by land Is 
2,800 miles In Europe nnd nenrly 10,- 

000 miles In Asia, and by sea, over 

11.000 miles In Europe and between 

19.000 and 20,000 miles In Asia — a 
frontier of OS, 000 miles. 

Empire's Vast Population. 

The population of the empire, ac- 
cording to the 1915 census, was esti- 
mated nt 182.182,000. According to the 
same census this population was dis- 
tributed ns follows; In Europenn Rus- 
sia. 131,790,800; In Poland. 12,125,000; 
In Caucasus, 13,125,000; in Siberia, 12,- 
837,900 ; In the central Aslnn provinces. 
11,125,000; Finland. 3,125,000. 

Over 80 per cent of the people of 
Russia are peasants. The land is their 
problem. It means home to them — 
work, life. Their one dream hns been 
to own the laud. Land ownership Is 
their definition of freedom, their Idea 
of happiness. 

The Russian peasant hns been a 
stranger In his own country. The 
man who tills the soli nnd lives on the 
land and yet never owns nn acre of 
It Is a foreigner, even though his 
forbears may have been native to the 
country for centuries. The Russians 
have felt this; they are simple, home- 
loving people. From the conversations 

1 have had with Russians of the peas- 
ant class I believe that they have suf- 
fered more because they never had a 
chance to own their own homes, their 
own farms, than from the denial to 
them of political freedom. The land 
question Is h heart question, a hearth 
question to them. 

Crime in Land Distribution. 

Some Idea of the lund crime In Rus- 
clu is told In the startling figures show- 
ing the actual distribution of arable 
land, forests and meadows In Euro- 
pean Russia. The following table Is 
only one count In the Indictment :

The condition of the peasants prior 
to the revolution, according to official 
documents, appears to be us follows: 
*!n the 12 central governments they 
grow, on the average, sufficient rye for 
bread for only 200 days In the year, 
often for only ISO and 100 days." 

One-quarter of the people have re- 
ceived allotments of only 2.9 acres per 
male, one-half of them less than 8.5 
to 11.4 acres — the normal size of the 
allotment necessary to feed and main- 
tain a family being estimated at 28 


to 42 acre*. Therefore the peasants 
were compelled to rent land from the 
landlords at fabulous price*. The 
aggregate value of the redemption and 
land taxes often reached 185 to 250 
per cent of the normal value of the 
allotment, not to apeak of the taxes 
for recruiting, the churched, roads and 
local administration, chiefly levied 
from the peasants. The peasants hava 
sunk deeper Into debt every year. The 
scheme was a quicksand — the harder 
they worked and struggled the deeper 
Into debt they fell. Increasing arrears 
have driven one-flfth of the Inhabit- 
ants from their houses. Every year 
more than half the adult males (In 
some districts three-quarters of the 
men nnd one-third of the women) are 
forced to quit their homes and wan- 
der throughout Russia In search of 
work. In the governments of the 
black earth region the state of mat- 
ters Is hardly better. 

The phrase "class distinction" was 
more than rhetoric In Russia — It was 
part of the chains. It handcuffed des- 
tiny, bolted the door of opportunity. 
The great mass of the people, 81.6 
per cent peasants; 1.0 per cent made 
up the nobility; 9 per cent the 
clergy; 9.3 per cent the burghers 
nnd merchants: 6.1 per cent the mili- 
tary; thus 147,000,000 of the Russians 
were peasants. 

The slavery In Russia consecrated 
hy law In 1609 was partly abolished 
In 1861. The Act only pretended tt> 
liberate the serfs. Even under tho 
best landlords conditions continued to 
he terrible. Household servants or de- 
pendents attached to the personal serv- 
ice of their masters were re- 
leased. They joined the town pro- 
letariat. The peasants were given al- 
lotments of arable land. These al- 
lotments were not given to the Indi- 
viduals, they were given over to fh*» 
rural commune called the Mir, wh»<!*l 
was made responsible ns a whole tot 
the pnyment of allotments. It was a 
sort of Innd communism, except thr.t 
the title did not pnss even to the Mil*). 
The enormous chnrge against the lard 
made them tennnt serfs. The Mir 
was a mortgaged community. The re- 
demption chnrge was not calculated 
on the value of the Innd, but wns con- 
sidered as pnyment for the loss of tin 
compulsory labor of the serfs. The 
enslavement of the peasant wns rec- 
ognized In the Act which pretended 
emancipation. 

Peasants Systematically Cheated. 

Many proprietors of land saw to It 
that the allotments did not give the 
peasants the needed pasture lands 
around their homes. This craftily cal- 
culated scheme compelled the peasants 
to rent pnsture land from the land- 
lords at any price. The landlords 
held them up. 

It wns only ns late ns 1904 that the 
landlord wns forbidden by law to In- 
flict corporal punishment on the peas- 
ant. Even this law wns winked at 
nnd the practice of treating human 
slnves as brutes trent tired domestic 
animals, continued. The peasant wns 
a chattel and the cheapest farm fix- 
ture. There were plenty of pensants. 
Notwithstanding the barbaric life In 
Russia, the population continued to 
grow. 

The pensants’ only participation In 
government was In the assembly 
called the Mir, With Its quaint cus- 
toms, It Is of Immemorial antiquity. 
The assembly of the Mir consisted of 
nil the peasnnt householders of the vil- 
lage. These elected a head man and 
collector of local tnxes. It was the near- 
est Russian peasants ever got to free- 
dom. It wns the clearing house for 
the troubles, a socialism of sorrows, 
a touch of local self government which 
gave no rights; It simply provided a 
means of eo-uperutiiig In burden 
bearing.

HARD AT WORK IN BELGIUM 

Coal Mining and Other Industries Are 

Being Rapidly Put on a 
Normal Basis. 

The Belgian coni mines are now turn- 
ing out about 80 per cent of the nor- 
mal production. They Bupply nearly 
all the coal needed for the Belgian 
Industries, while some 850,000 tons of 
coal a month are exported to France. 
Then the great glass Industry of the 
country, which before the war gave 
work to many thousands. Is rapidly 
regaining Its former prosperity, and 
only quite recently the French minis- 
try of reconstruction gave an order 
to a single Belgian firm for 2,000,000 
square meters of window panes, to be 
utilized In the devastated regions. The 
result of all this Is that whereas, at 
the time of the Rlgnlng of the armis- 
tice, the French franc was worth 1.10 
or even 1.15 francs In Belgium. It Is 
now worth 95 centimes. Belgium, 
moreover. Is very far from confining 
her efforts to Franee. Great Britain Is 
already a considerable Importer of 
Belgian goods, while the United States 
recently placed an order In Belgium 
for more than 300.000.000 francs' worth 
of glassware. 

Large-Hearted Doughboys. 

The children played a large part In 
the American army’s Christmas In 
France. At the artillery camp at Mall- 
ly. for example. It was a top sergeant 
who said, ten days or so before the 
day ; 

“Say. fellows, these poor little vil- 
lage kids haven’t had much Christ- 
mas In their lives, have they, now?

Channel Islanders for Centuries Were 
Not Forced to Take Part In 
Britain's Conflicts. 

For over two centuries the Channel 
Islands were allowed to. remain neu- 
tral In any war that England might 
undertake. This singular privilege was 
granted to them by Edward IV., and 
was not revoked till the reign of Wil- 
liam and Mary. It was granted ns 
a reward for the loyalty of the island- 
ers, whose commerce with the neigh- 
boring coasts of Brittany and Nor- 
mandy was constantly being Inter- 
rupted by the numerous wars. Even 
the pope Joined in enforcing the right, 
and by a hull dated 1483 Sextus IV. 
threatened to excommunicate any one 
who violated the order. On the whole, 
it Is fairly rigidly observed, and when 
a Guernsey vessel was taken In the 
channel by n privateer of Morlaix, the 
islanders with their boat were re- 
leased, but a few Englishmen on 
hoard, with their merchandise, were 
captured. The privilege does not 
seem to have been of any great com- 
mercial value, for when It was with- 
drawn the Islanders made more mon- 
ey than before by lining their vessels 
out us privateers.

In nil those 
17 yenrs Mnthewson Issued only 717 
bnses on halls In 025 cantos — a show- 
ing that eclipses anything ever exhib- 
ited. 

Looking hnck over the records for 
the three best consecutive seasons 
shows that Joe IVood is the percentage 
lender and that Walter Johnson and 
Cy Young nre tied In the matter of to- 
tal triumphs during such a period.

BAR GELDINGS FROM 
BIG RACING STAKES 

Expected to Increase Number of 
Horses for Breeding. 


Pr**ent-Day Demand for Stallions 

Needed at Remount Stations Is In- 
sistent — Purchase of Good Ani- 
mats Is Difficult. 

The fact that geldings will he In- 
eligible for some of the most valuable 
racing stakes of tin* future. Is expect- 
ed to Increase the number of horses 
for stud purposes In the United States. 
While there Is a strong undercurrent 
against the movement to bar the geld- 
ing from some turf classics, neverthe- 
less the plan has the support of many 
progressive turfmen, who believe that, 
while the gelding has his sphere In 
racing, he has no right to participate 
in the greatest of tests which are 
given for the guidance of the breed- 
ers of the country. 

The gelding Is unknown In many 
foreign countries, and some years ago, 
tvht-n C. K. G. Billing's champion trot- 
ter Uhlan, 1 :58V4, wus shown In Bus- 
sia, the breeders of that country were 
Indignant at his spoliation, and want- 
ed to know who had dared to deprive 
future generations of the quullties of 
such a splendid horse. Stallions and 
mares work In the snme teams the 
year round In Bussla. Usage has 
made the mules tractable, and It Is 
a rare thing to tlnd a vicious horse. 

The present day demand for stal- 
lions of the type needed at the re- 
mount stations of the federal govern- 
ment is Insistent, uml members of the 
commission having In charge their se- 
lection are unceasing in their search 
for the right type. 

The fact that there has been but 
] little money uvullable for the pur- 
chase of good horses has made the 
I task of the commission exceedingly dif- 
ficult. and most of the best horses se- 
cured to date have been gifts from 
breeder* and turfmen in sympathy 
with the movement to improve re- 
mounts, ami also from the Jockey 
club, whose chairman. August Belmont, 
gave the nucleus of what Is uow the 
Front Koyul Stud In Virginia. Given 
an appropriation such us Count Letin- 
| orlT of the Koyul 1‘russiuu Stud had 
at hts disposal and the result would 
I be easy, as there are horses racing 
every day on metropolitan courses that 
would be ideal for the purpose. It Is 
related that the count, while on a vis- 
it to England, saw the famous sprinter 
Lollypop In action with big weight up. 
“Just the horse to give our German 
cavalry - horse* more speed,' 1 wus his 
comment, and he straightway negoti- 
ated the purchase of the animal for 
120.000. It was the same spirit, back- 
ed by plenty of money, which caused 
him to pay almost 9100,000 for the 
English Derby winner Ard I’ a trick.

Revolution in Mexico Puts an End 
to the Regime of President 
Carranza.

While on the subject of politics, It Is 
necessary to make some mention of the 
doings of the Socialist convention In 
New York. It wound up by nominating 
Eugene V. Debs for the presidency — 
which has grown Into a habit — despite 
the fact that Mr. Dolts Is serving time 
for violating the espionage act. In Its 
earlier sessions the convention fought 
over the radical declaration of princi- 
ples submitted by the Illinois delega- 
tion, providing for the "dictatorship of 
the proletariat” and limitation of citi- 
zenship. Morris I Illlquit and his "con- 
servative” followers beat this plan by 
a large majority. The same faction 
compelled the eradication of un of- 
fensive reference to churches from the 
party platform. 


Mr. Wilson’s Oregon letter was 
taken by some ns a covert attack on 
Senator Chamberlain, who Is a candi- 
date for re-election, and It roused Sen- 
ator Thomas of Colorado, a Democratic 
Insurgent, to vigorous protest In the 
senate. He paid warm tribute to 
Chamberlain and then Issued this sol- 
emn warning: 

“If the Democratic party In Its con- 
vention at San Francisco next month 
declares for unconditional ratification 
of this treaty. It will do so because It 
has determined that It does not care to 
live any longer and accepts that means 
for certain dissolution.” 

This Incident occurred during debate 
on the Knox pence resolution, which 
was to be voted on within a few days. 
Senator Hitchcock made a prepared 
speech against the measure In which 
he denounced It as futile, inconsistent 
and Inimical to the treaty of Versailles. 
Denying that congress has power to 
make peace, he admitted the truth of 
Knox's argument that the war actually 
is at an end, and asked: 

"Then why this resolution? Hostili- 
ties censed IS months ago, onr army 
promptly was demobilized and reduced 
to a peace basis. Since that time com- 
merce has been resumed. We have 
sold hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of products to Germany und pur- 
chased much from her. 

"The war which the senator from 
Pennsylvania proposes to end by this 
resolution does not, by bis own admis- 
sion, exist. His uhle argument and 
historical citations prove that it ended 
many months ago. What, then. Is the 
senator from Pennsylvania attempting 
to do by this measure, which he calls a 
resolution to terminate the war? He Is 
making an utterly futile and hopeless 
attempt to make a peace settlement 
with Germany to tuke the place of the 
Versailles treaty." 

Senator McCumber, Republican, of 
North Dakota, also uttacked the reso- 
lution, asserting that it means not only 
deserting our ullles, but nlso deserting 
und condemning our cause. He de- 
clared, nlso. that the wur has not been 
won, and that through the president’s 
“influence and pressure the German 
armies were saved from utter annihila- 
tion or unconditional surrender.”

Not only Kiev, but also Odossn, the 
Black sea port, fell into the possession 
of the Poles and Ukrainians who are 
lighting to free the Ukraine from the 
Russian bolshevikl. The latter, how- 
ever, hive organized strong lines of 
resistance east of Kiev and assert that 
they expect the war with Poland to 
continue for years. It Is understood 
that the convention signed by Poland 
and Ukralnln Just before the present 
drive opened provides for a Polish out- 
let to the Black sea. which has been 
one of Poland’s national ambitions for 
centuries. Poland agrees to give 
Ukrainia military support for ten 
years. Recent dispatches Indicate that 
Routnania is seeking an alliance with 
Poland against Russlu. Europe was 
puzzled by the silence, throughout the 
week, of the soviet wireless station at 
Moscow, and there were conjectures 
that the eo-operutlve societies might 
have engineered a rising against the 
bolshevikl. 


was violating laws, 
capital, the president sought to reach 
the coast In the vicinity of Vara Cruz, 
his probable Intention being to take 
ship for Europe with government funds 
amounting to about $18,600,000. His 
trains were stopped short of Aplznco, 
but he nnd his followers made their 
way Rome thirty-five miles further, 
into the state of Puebla. There they 
were surrounded by the rebel forces, 
and at last reports were lighting des- 
perately. The revolutionists were de- 
termined to capture the president and 
those commanders who remained loyal 
to him, and the escape of the fugi- 
tives appeared Impossible. General 
Trevino, one of the lenders of the re- 
volt, hu,rrled to the scene for the pur- 
pose of protecting the life of Car- 
ranza, for he and his conferees desire 
as little blood-letting as may he. It 
wns reported that the rebels already 
had captured Carranza's treasure. 

In other parts of the republic op- 
position to the revolution ceased and 
the troops nnd towns quietly give In 
their adherence to the new regime. 
General de la Huerta, the provisional 
president, was busy establishing a 
temporary government and the federal 
legislative and Judicial authorities 
were urged to continue in the perform- 
ance of their duties, being assured of 
protection. 

The rebel leaders hope it will he pos- 
sible to hold an election late in July 
In accordance with the Mexican law, 
and it Is believed that at that time 
General Obregon will be chosen head 
of the republic, as he is considered 
the real head of the revolution. There 
are other candidates, however, and alt 
of them seem desirous thut the peo- 
ple be permitted to name their choice. 

The government ut Washington is 
alert and all necessary steps have been 
taken to protect American lives and In- 
terests. but it Is not thought now that 
the warships and marines sent south 
will be called on for any action. The 
United States pr< Miinably will deal 
with the revolutionists as the de facto 
government, but It was stated in Wash- 
ington that until Carranza was cap- 
tured or escaped from the country he 
must still be technically considered 
to be the president. A number of 
loyal Commanders aud many other ref- 
ugees have been permitted by the 
rebel authorities and the United Stales 
to cross the border Into Texas. There 
Is talk among them of organizing a 
counter-revolution, aud of alleged dis- 
sension among the leaders of the re- 
bellion. but all this Is to be taken with 
reservation.

The French government nstounded 
the radicals of that country by sudden- 
ly ordering the dissolution of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Labor, which lins 
been supporting the strike of railway 
men by calling other strikes. The min- 
ister of Justice Issued Judicial infor- 
mation against the leaders of the or- 
ganization. nnd the minister of war 
distributed troops through the city to 
prevent disorders. Premier MlUerand 
emphatically refused to compromise 
with the labor lenders and the latter 
declared the government’s uctiou 
would not stop their activities. 

In Italy the socialists, with tlie nid 
of the popular party, succeeded In over- 
throwing the ministry, and Prime Min- 
ister Nittl and his colleagues resigned. 
Nittl bad been in power nearly a year, 
but bad been tlie object of Innumerable 
bitter attacks from both the Catholics 
and the socialists.

— Beat Into the yolks 
of seven eggs four tnhli spoonfuls of 
olive oil. then add one-half cupful of 
melted butter, the Juice of one lemon, 
three tenspoonfuls of salt, one-hnlf 
cupful of vinegar, one tablespoonful 
of sugar mixed with one-half tenspoon- 
ful of mustard. Cook all together un- 
til mixture coats the spoon. 

Potato Salad. — Slice all -if the 
following ingredients thin : Three small 
cucumbers, three stalks of celery, ten 
small boiled potatoes, four hard cooked 
eggs. Arrange In layers, sprinkling 
each layer with minced onion. Four 
over the above boiled dressing and 
let stand to season. 

Pineapple Salad. — Mix pineapple, 
diced, with equal parts of diced cel- 
ery and half the quantity of Munched 
nnd shredded almonds. Serve In nests 
of head lettuce with mayonnaise dress- 
ing served In the shell of a small pine- 
apple. garnished with perfect loaves 
taken from the top. 

Cheese Bnll3. — Take Ncufchntel or 
any cream cheese, add cream, chopped 
chives and blanched almonds with a 
little chopped pepper. Make Into 
small halls, arrange on lettuce nnd 
serve with boiled dressing or mayon- 
naise. 

Berkshire Salad. — Mix two cupfuls 
of cold rieed potatoes with one cupful 
of pencil meats out In hits. Marinate 
with French dressing and serve In a 
mound of watercress nnd garnish with 
halves of pecans — 

Serve overlapping slices of tomato 
nnd cucumber, sprinkled with chopped 
onion. Serve with French dressing.

GOOD THINGS FOR NICE OCCA- 
SIONS. 

Take a filet of beef, trim It neatly 
and lay in u deep dish wit li an onion 
cut lit slices, two hay 
leaves, a sprig of parsley, 
whole pepper and salt, 
and olive oil to haste It 
well. Let the filet lie In 
this marinade for six 
hours, turning occasional- 
ly, then roast In n hot 
oven; let It lie rather un- 
derdone. Serve surround- 
ed by macaroni cooked as follows: 
Put Into a saucepan a half-cupful of 
tomato puree, three tahlenpoonfuls of 
butter mid two or three tablespoon fuls 
of the meat gravy; season well with 
pepper and salt to taste. Bring to 
the boiling point and simmer for a 
few minutes, then add. a little at a 
time, some previously-rooked maca- 
roni. Toss all gently nnd mix In at 
the Inst, three tenspoonfuls of Par- 
mesan cheese. 

Spinach With Cream. — Wash three 
pounds of spinach and put it in a large 
saucepan; cook over the heat, stirring 
occasionally f_* minutes, then put 
through a fine sieve, saving all the 
liquor; udd four tnhlespoonfuls of but- 
ter and pepper and sidt to taste; cook 
slowly for 15 minutes, then add three 
tablespoonful* of cream ; mix well and 
pile in the center of a dish with fried 
croutons surrounding t lie spinach. 

Poppy Seed Wafers. — Take two cup- 
fuls of milk, two eggs, three table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil, three-fourths of 
a cup of sugar, one-fourth of a pound 
of poppy seeds, two teaspoonfula of 
baking powder, a little salt and Hour 
to roll out. Roll very thin, cut with u 
cooky cutter und bake In a but oven. 

Creme de Marrons. — Take half a 
pound of large chestnuts, cut a cross 
on each, and boil them In plenty of 
water till the outer and Inner skin* 
can be easily removed. Then pound 
them In a mortar, and pass through 
n fine sieve Into a dish, adding a few 
drops of milk to soften the mixture. 
Next, heat the yolk* of three eggs with 
one half cupful of cream ami the same 
of milk; sweeten with one-quarter of 
u cupful of sugar, udd a few drops 
of vuiiilla and strain the mixture into 
u double boiler. Stir the mixture over 
the tire until it thickens, then add a 
little less than half an ounce of gel- 
atin. which has been soaked In u little 
cold water and dissolved over the heat. 
Four this custard gradually onto the 
chestnut puree, mixing well, theu pour 
into a hollow mold. When ready to 
serve unmold and fill the center with 
a half-cupful of whipped creaui col- 
ored with a bit of pink sugar. 

Coconut Soup. — Fut the meat of half 
a coconut from which the brown skin 
lias been carefully peeled through • 
meat chopiier two or three times uutU 
turn and smooth. Cook gently one hour 


’ In one quart of white stock. Thicken 
with one tnblespoonful of rice flour. 
Add one tnblespoonful of lemon Juice, 
one tnblespoonful of soy. one quarter 
of n cupful of sour orange Juice, n 
speck of cayenne nnd nutmeg, with 
salt to taste. Boil ten minutes. Soft 
boiled rice may be used In place gf 
the rice flour. Fut It through a fine 
sieve.

OUR DAILY FOOD. 

Here Is n fruit soup that someone 
who Is fond of such soups may desire 
to 

the morning heal 
slowly and add 
one lemon sliced very thin, nnd one 
stick of cinnamon; cook below the 
simmering point until the prunes are 
tender but unbroken. Add water If 
needed, as there should he three pints 
when done; add three tnhlespoonfuls 
of sago, a pinch of salt nnd sufficient 
sugar to sweeten. Cook until the sago 
Is transparent. Remove the cinnamon, 
add two-thirds of a cupful of orange 
Juice, reheat and serve at once. 

Quick Coffee Cake. — Sift together 
one pint of flour, one-third of a cupful 
of sugar, three tenspoonfuls of baking 
powder, half n •easpoonful each of 
salt and cinnamon. Mix to a soft 
dough with half a cupful of milk 
stirred Into a beaten egg. Add four 
tnhlespoonfuls of softened butter. 
Spread the mixture In a shallow pan 
nnd sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon. Add raisins !f desired. Bake In 
a moderate oven and serve with cof- 
fee. 

Creamed Liver. — Take ealf's liver 
left from a previous meal, chop It and 
add to a cream sauce. Arrange thin 
slices of toasted bread with a slice 
of cooked bacon on each : pour over 
the creamed liver nnd serve. 

Baked Squabs. — Cut five squalls Into 
four pieces each and flatten lightly by 
pounding. Fut the livers to cook In a 
little salted water. Season each piece 
of squab with salt and pepper. Line 
a baking dish with chopped ham. 
sprinkle with chopped elilves, place a 
layer of squabs, then s layer of hard 
cooked eggs, a sprinkling of ham 
chives nnd another layer of squabs. 
Crush the livers, mix with one table- 
spoonful each of flour and butter, add 
a pint of chicken or veal stock and 
pour over the squabs. Cover with oiled 
paper and hake one hour.

T IE two very nttrnetlve afternoon | 
frocks which present rival clnims 
to admiration in the picture above, 
employ the two most favored silk fab- 
rics, georgette nnd taffeta, and each 
makes tlie most of this advantageous 
start. In spite of the disparity In 
these materials the two frocks have 
several fentures in common ; both are 
made with a tunic, both nchleve the 
widened hip lines which fashion en- 
courages, and both show the bodice 
extended over the waistline at the 
front, forming a straight-line, girdle- 
less effect. These nre nil lmportunt 
style features, nnd ench of these 
frocks Is distinctive enough to answer 
for somewhat more formal dress than 
tlie average afternoon frock is equal 
to. 

Taking note of the small Items flint 
go to make up tlie success of the 
georgette frock, it appears that the 
straight underskirt has no hem, blit is 
finished with n plcot edge. Its tunic 
Is long nnd full, druped and shortened 
at the sides nnd embellished with 
handsome embroidery in Hllk at the 
front nnd back.

The Etiquette of Weddings 


O p 1 * ALT~th!ngs that - must-be ac- 
* compllshed according to set cus- 
toms a wedding requires the closest 
following of accepted rules. In order 
that the celebration of the ceremony 
nnd all the Incidental events may 
move smoothly and successfully, mi- 
nute attention must be glveu to all the 
details of prepnrulion for the occasion, 
from the assembling of the wedding 
party to the departure of the bridal 
pair on their honeymoon. Leaving 
out the matter of the trousseau — which 
is a separate affair — there are tuuuy 
other things thut must be considered 
and udjusted. 

To begin nt the beginning— there 
are the Invitations. At least three 
weeks und even u month before the 
day of the ceremony, these ure to he 
sent out to lists of names which In- 
clude those furnished by the groom 
whose mother or sister usslsts In niuk- 
ing up Ids list. The bride’s parents 
furnish the Invitations und announce- 
ments nnd the latter are to be mulled 
Immediately after the wedding to 
friends who have not been Invited to 
attend the ceremony. No near rela- 
tive or close friends nre to be over- 
looked. even though they live too fur 
away to come conveniently. The wed- 
ding invitations and announcements 
are to be engraved on heavy white 
paper. In script or shaded Itoiuau 
letters, and cards to the reception 
and “at home" cards enclosed. If the 
wedding Is to take pluce out of town, 
train cards are also necessary and If 
In a large city curds for admission to 
the church may he required. 

"At home" cards are enclosed with 
announcements, if a limited number 
of people ure to he asked to the re- 
ception. the card to the reception will 
he left out of Invitations to others. 
The Invitations are enclosed In two 
envelopes, the inner oue hearing the 
name of the recipient without any 
address and without first names, ex- 
cept when they are necessary to 
distinguish between members of the 
same family. The outer envelope car- 
ries the name and home addreas of the 
recipient and the names of the street 
und state are spelled out. Invitation* 
are issued In the name of the bride’s 
parents, if only one of them Is living. 
In the name of that oue. or if the 
bride is an orphan. In the name of a 
senior relative. A widow without a 
near relative to announce her mar- 
riage Issues a Joint announcement 
with the groom. Upon receipt of a 
wedding Invitation and card to the 
reception, an acknowledgment la 
made Immediately, written In formal 
style. 

Beside* furnishing the invitations 
the pareuts of the bride assume ail 
Other expense* — the deco&atiou of the 


church, the fees” to the sexton, flit 
awning nt the church door, the muBlc, 
the expenses of the reception, furnish- 
ing motors for the bride and her at- 
tendants. If the bride Is an orphan 
with no close relatives and Is married 
under the chnperonuge of a married 
friend, she assumes these expenses 
herself. The bride decides upon the 
gowning of her attendants, her maid 
or matron of honor, maids and flower 
girl deferring absolutely to her In this 
matter. On the dny before the wed- 
ding the bride entertains her attend- 
ants nt luncheon nnd presents euch 
with a souvenir. She selects her at- 
tendants from among her own Hnd 
the groom’s relatives, including In tho 
cortege close friends as well. 

A few days before the wedding the 
bridal procession Is relienrsed, with 
every member of the bridul pnrty 
present und with the music to be 
played at the wedding. On the duy of 
the wedding motors nre sent for the 
mntds and the maid of honor, who as- 
semble at the home of the bride where 
they receive their bouquets. At tlie 
ceremony the maids are to stund In 
the positions decided upon nnd leave 
the church In pairs or each with an 
usher. The maid of honor will hold 
tho bride’s bouquet or prayer hook, 
which the bride hands to her nt the 
proper time, returning them nt the end 
of the rite of plighting troths. At 
the end of the ceremony the maid of 
honor may throw hack the face veil, 
If one Is worn by the bride and see 
thut the train falls gracefully. When 
the bridesmaids leave the church 
each In company with an usher then 
the maid of honor Is escorted by the 
best man. But If the maids go out 
two by two, the attendant of houor 
precedes them alone. In this case 
the best man goes out by the vestry 
door and goes from there to the place 
of the reception. The motor which 
brought him and the groom to the 
church takes the bride and groom 
away from It. 

A good many duties fall to the lot 
of the best man, who Is chosen by the 
groom, who also selects the ushers. 
These usually Include several rela- 
tives or friends of the bride. Just be- 
fore the wedding the groom gives a 
farewell bachelor dinner to his best 
man and ushers and presents each 
with a souvenir, usually a scarf pin or 
other hit of Jewelry. He also may In- 
struct his best man to see that the 
cravats he may choose for the ushers 
and best man are delivered at their 
houses the day before the wedding.

Shall Chaos or Reconstruction 
in Europe Follow the Great 
World War? 

RUSSIA OUT OF BALANCE 


That Its Industrial Ufa Has Not Kept 

Pace With Ite Agricultural Haa 

Been Fatal to Country's 
Prosperity. 

Article XVIII. 

By FRANK COMERFORD. 

Leas than 10 per cent of the people 
of Russia "permanently” live In cities 
or town*. I write the word “perma- 
nently” to call attention to the fact 
that a number of pensants and vil- 
lager* come to the cities and towns 
to work for n part of the year In the 
Industries. They retain their peasant 
stutus nnd their domiciles In the vil- 
lages. In 1010 there were only forty 
cities In the Russian empire with a 
population of front 50.000 to 100.000; 
only four cities with a population of 
over 100.000. 

Poverty forced upon the Russian 
people the co-operative spirit. In a 
great, long strain people enn stand up 
Together better than alone. It Is the 
Idea of consolation In companionship. 
It Is a principle of mass psychology 
I hat a group of men will dare to do a 
thing, to stand a suffering or a dan- 
ger that no Individual In the crowd 
would undertake alone. The Russians 
have suffered from the dawn of His- 
tory. nnd one of the oldest Institutions 
of Russian life Is the Artel. The Artel 
very much resembles the co-operative 
society of western Europe, with tills 
difference, that the eo-nperntivc soci- 
ety In Europe nnd America Is the out- 
growth of an economic trend. In Hus- 
ain It was the unpremeditated result 
of necessity. It Is the difference be- 
tween one who Is hungry because he 
Is dieting nnd one who Is starving be 
cause he Is without food. 

The workers of Russia have suffered 
the same slavery the peasants have en- 
dured. The maximum wage Ims been 
a starvation pay. So when the work- 
ing men front a province come to a 
city to work In the textile Industries 
or ns carpenters, masons, etc., they at 
once unite In groups of from ten to 
fifty persons, rent n house, keep n 
common table, elect an elder of the 
Artel, to whom each one pnys his 
share of the expense. All over Rus- 
sia one finds the Artel — In the cities. 
?n the lumber camps, even In the 
prisons. When n building Is to he put 
up an Artel Is organized. When n rail- 
road Is being built nn Artel Is formed 
In some Instances the Artel resembles 
h tabor union, In that the arrangement 
of the terms of employment Is made 
by a delegate or committee appointed 
by the Artel. 

Live In Squalor and Misery. 

Vlllnge life Is primitive. The vil- 
lagers live out of the world. The vil- 
lages are very small, particularly In 
the extreme hortli. The houses nre 
generally cheap wooden shanties. Ow- 
ing to the great danger of fire, the vil- 
lages generally cover a Inrge nn-n of 
ground. The houses nre senttered ntul 
struggling. TSe conveniences found 
even In the American tenements ace 
unknown. There Is no chance for 
cleanliness. They live and sleep In 
crowded, smoky, unfinished house*. 
Furniture — they haven’t what we call 
furniture, even what the poorest farm 
tenant In America would call furnlsn- 
Ings. A board for a table, a shake- 
down for a bed. 

Russia's Industrial life has always 
been out of hnlunce with her agricul- 
tural life. Notwithstanding her riches 
of raw material nnd her great possi- 
bilities for a successful Industrial life. 
Rtissln has continued to be a nntlon 
with 81 per cent farmers, 7 or 8 ppr 
cent permanently engaged In Industry, 
and 3 or 4 per cent of peasants who 
devoted part of the time to work In 
the Industries. It has been said re- 
peatedly that the Imperial Russian 
government from the time of Peter the 
Oreat has been uncenslng In Its efforts 
for the creation nnd development of 
home manufactures. All of the evi- 
dence I have examined refutes this 
statement. There ftever has been any 
security to the worker In Russia. The 
only protection he hns had has been 
his Interest In the family allotment. 
He could go back there nnd be hun- 
gry; In the city starvation was the 
danger. 

The c/.nrs put every obstacle In the 
Way of education and of course this 
prevented the growth ef Industry. 

In 1902 the principal Industries In 
Russia, representing all of the facto- 
I rles throughout the empire, of which 
I the annuul production was valued at 
more than 91.000, were textiles, food 
products, animal products, wood, pa- 
per. chemical products, ceramics, mln- 
I lug metal goods, miscellaneous and 
all of these employed only 2 259.773 
workers. 

Led Up to Bolshevik Problem. 

This dwarfed, stunted, paralyzed 
I side of Russia — !t« Industrial side — 
has a direct bearing upon conditions In 
Russia today and Is an tmimrtant part 
of the problem of the bolshevik gov- 
ernment. 

A nation to he economically normal 
must have balanced agricultural, man- 
ufacturing ami commercial sides. If 
theae three departments of activity 
are not proportionately developed the 
natlou Is economically a cripple. Rus- 
tis brs been and la la this scqm an 


economic cripple. Her body Is great 
and powerful ; the physical constltu 
tlon Is strong, one arm. agriculture. ' 
Is overdeveloped, and It* overdevelop- 
ment hns been at the sacrifice of the 
other arm. Russia, economically, In 
one physical respect, reminds me of 
Wilhelm Hohenzollern, Inte of Prus- 
sia, now living in Holland. I refer to 
his withered, undeveloped baby arm. 
Russia's undeveloped Industrial ann la 
Just such a crippled, useless arm. Ref- 
erence to the ex-etnperor, who Is now 
sawing wot«d In Holland, suggests to 
my mind the word* of a great German 
economist. List: 

"A nntlon cannot promote and fur- 
ther Its civilization. Its prosperity and 
Its social progress equally as well by 
exchanging agricultural products for 
manufactured goods ns by establishing 
a manufacturing power of Its own. A 
merely agricultural nntlon can never 
develop to any extent a home or a 
foreign commerce, with Inland means . 
of transport and foreign navigation. 
Increase Hs population In due proper- t 
tlon to their wellbeing, or make no- 2 
table progress In its moral. Intellcc- j 
tual, sorlnl nnd political development ; I 
It will never acquire Important politl- J 
cal power or he placed In a position to ^ 
Influence the cultivation nnd progress J 
of less advanced nations and to form y 
colonies of its own. A mere agrlcultu- ! 
rnl state Is Infinitely less powerful i 
than nn ngrlculturnl-manufncturlng J 
state. The former Is always econom- i 
Icnlly nnd politically dependent on J 
those foreign nntlons which tnke from | 
It agriculture In exchange for tnanu* J 
fnctured goods. It cannot determine 1 
how much It will produce, It must wnlt J 
nnd see how much others will buy from i 
It. The ngrlculturnl-mnnufncturing \ 
states on the contrary produce for < 
themselves Inrge quantities of raw inn- * 
terlnls and provisions nnd supply j 
merely the deficiency from Importa- < 
tlon. The purely agricultural nations ] 
nre thus dependent for the power of ( 
effecting sales on the chances of a ] 
more nr less bountiful harvest In the < 
agricultural-manufacturing nntlons. ] 
They have, moreover, to compete tn \ 
their sales with other purely ngrlcul- I . 
tural nntlons, whereby the power of . 
sale In Itself Is uneertnln ; they nre ex- 
posed to the danger of ruin In their , 
trading with ngriculturnl-mnnufactur- i 
log nntlons by war or new tariffs, ] 
whereby they suffer the double dlsnd- ' 
vnntnge of finding no buyers for their | 
surplus agricultural products and of j 
falling to obtain supplies of the tnnn- i 
ufactured goods they require. An ng- J 
rleulturnl nation Is n man with one ' i 
arm who mnkes use of nn arm belong- | 
lug to another person but cannot, of i 
course, be sure of having It always j 
available. An ngrlculturnl-mnmiifnc- i 
turlng nation Is a man who has two ' \ 
good arms of Ills own at his disposal, i i 
Poland Cited as an Example. 

List further points out that the rel- 
ative cultivation of the agricultural | 
nnd manufacturing arms of a country 
possessed of nn umple and fertile ter- 
ritory will give that country a popu- 
lation twice to three times as large 
ns It could secure by the development 
of the agricultural arm alone, nnd 
maintain this vastly Increased popula- 
tion In a much higher degree of com- 
fort. Surplus agricultural produce tv 
not necessarily capital In nn agricultu- 
ral country. Countries which produce 
such a surplus nnd remain dependent 
upon manufacturing countries nre 
often obliged to purchase these manu- 
factured goods nt nn enhanced price, 
lie points to Poland ns nn example. 
She exported the fruits of her soil to 
obtain the goods which she could have 
manufactured from It. As a conse- 
quence she fell like n house of enrds 
when organized nntlons attacked her. 
I.let considers that hnd Poland devel- 
oped her manufacturing arm, besides 
retaining her national Independence 
she would have exceeded any other 
European country In prosperity. To 
use List's words: “Go to fallen Poland 
and nsk Its hapless people now whether 
It Is advisable for a nation to buy the 
fabrics of a foreign country so long 
as Its native mnnufncturers are net 
sufficiently strengthened to he able to | 
compete In price nnd quality with the | 
foreigners."

Of course, 
wages must go up In France on sc- ! 
count of the Increased cost of Itvtog. ! 
and It Is probable that before the 
workman gets this increase there will j 
be more or less economic disturbance.” | 

Japanese Miners Strike. 

Miners of Japan are beginning to 
dewund higher wages and fewer hours 
of employment. Seven thousand cop- 
per miners ut Ashlo. near Nlkko. 
went on strike recently and In view - 
of the gravity of the situation a do- j 
tacluueut of Infantry and a strong j 
contingent of police were hurried to j 
the district from Utsuuouaiya. The 
miners formed a funeral procession, 
some of them carrying large funeral 
streamers and white lanterns.

meeting May3, granting permission 
to the Edison Electric Illuminating 
Company to lay and maintain under- 
ground conduits from the Neponset 
bridge to the Quiney-Weymouth line 
at Quincy Point. This order was be- 
fore the City Council for some months 
and was the subject of much discus- 
sion. The company, however, is not 
to sell electricity direct to consumers 
In Quincy, the only firms permitted 
to purchase Its electricity being the 
Government plant at Squantum, the 
Day S’ate Street Railway and the 
Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Comjpany. 

The Edison Company lias purchased 
a largo tract of land at North Wey- 
mouth, and it is understood will some 
day erect a large generating plant 
there, which will doubtless eventually 
not only furnish current for light and 
power to towns south of Quincy, hut 
may eventually become the central 
power station of the company for sup 
plying the City of Roston and other 
cities. 

During the hearings before the City 
Council it was brought out that the 
present plant of the Quincy company 
had outlived its usefulness, and if 
for any reason It should break down 
Quincy would find itself without elec- 
tricity for light and power. 

The Edison company will erect a 
sub-station near the present power 
plant of the Quincy company and will 
supply it with what electricity It 
needs for light and power. 

It is understood that the Edison 
Company lias already awarded the 
contract for the underground conduits 
end that work will he commenced im- 
mediately building the line. 

The line follows Hancock street 
from Neponset bridge to Wollaston 
avenue, then shoots across Merry- 
mount Parkl to Hie Power Station of 
jtlie Quincy company. It then crosses 
the canal to Washington street, which 
it follows to the Quiney-Weymouth 
line. 

It is said that connection will soon 
he made with the plant of the Wey- 
mouth Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany, which will require a conduit 
from the Quincy Point bridge to East 
Weymouth. 

Another rumor is to the effect that 
for some time New Downer Landing 
will he used only for the storage of 
coal.

Watch Your Generator and Stor- 
age Battery Carefully Dur- 
ing Season Changes. 

PROPER H ATE FOR CHARGING 

Qrsat Cars Must Be Exercised In Put- 
ting Right Amount of Current 
Through Battery to Reetora En- 
ergy Contained In Celle. 

Due to the change of seasons from 
the rnlrl wenther conditions to warm- 
er It Is well to see that the generator 
that may have been boosted to take 
care of the cranking conditions should j 
be changed to take care of the crank- | 
Ing conditions brought nbout by warm 
weather. It Is not necessary to have 
as much current flowing Into a storage 
bRttery during the warmer weather 
ns It Is during the cold, because of 
the fact that the oil Is not ns heavy 
and the engine Is not so hnrd to crank, 
snys a writer In an exchange. The 
gasoline is easier vaporised and the 
Ignition has more voltage, due to the 
fact that the battery can exert Its 
full energy. 

Change In Charging Rate. 

The reason that we advise a change 
In charging rates at this snnsnn of 
the year Is because of the fact that 
n great mnny hntterles t{int have been 
used abnormally nt this season of the 
year and during the cold weather hnve 
been worked to their limit; In other 
words they have been almost entirely 
exhausted and to start recharging 
these hntterles, even while on the car, 
at a high rnte will enuse a rnpld 
deterioration of the plates and also I* 
liable to cause a great deal of trouble 
from armatures becoming overheated 
and burning up, also the regulator or 
cutout on the machine becoming over- 
heated ntid causing It to burn out. The 
charging rate considered which Is 
proper for generators of eerlnln types 
Is between 10 and 15 amperes and It 
Is not advisable to carry the charging 
rnte higher than this because of the 
reflex action that this has on the gen- 
erator atul bnttery and regulating 
•apparatus. It is always good to take 
Into consideration that the lower 
charging rate Is the better for a bat- 
tery that has been worked hard than 
to start a rapid charging rate. 

Bring Back Gradually. 

There is a very similar condition 
existing between the charging of a 
storage battery and the case of a sick 
man. When the patient Is on the road 
to recovery, the physician always nd- 
vises tnat the food he carefully se- 
lected and the patient gradually be 
brought back to his full strength. The 
same applies to a storage battery. 
Great care must he taken with the 
proper amount of current put through 
the bnttery to restore the energy con- 
tained In the cells. It is also advis- 
able nt this time of the year before 
going into summer driving to have the 
voltage and gravity tests taken 
periodically so that the battery’s re- 
cuperation will be brought back to a 
normal state without causing undue 
dunger. 

REMOVING CAPS FROM HUBS 

Must Stubborn Cases Can Be Reme- 
died by Use of Jack and Long- 
Handled Wrench. 

Hub caps won’t always come off 
merely by wrench persuasion, even 
when considerable manual effort Is 
also used, says Motor Life. If the 
cap Is so tight that you cannot budge 
It by your own efforts, bring the Jack 
Into the matter. Use a fairly long- 
handled wrench, and place the Jack 
I under the end of the handle.

A TEA-TIME CAKE OR TWO. 

For those who practice serving aft- 
ernoon tea, a few choice cakes and 
sand wlchos are 
needed to accom- 
pany the refresh- 
ing beverage . 

Oriental Tea 
Cakes. — W o r k 
one-fourth of a 
cup of shortening 
until creamy, add 
one cupful of brown sugar gradually, 
beating constantly. Dissolve ono-elghth 
of a teaspoon of soda In one tablespoon- 
ful of water and add tills to the first 
mixture; then add one-half teaspoon of 
vanilla and one cupful of Hour. Mix It 
until It holds together well and leaves 
no crumbs In the bowl. If It separates 
add water u drop at a time until tlie 
mixture can lie molded lifto small bulls. 
Place tlie bulls on buttered Hus an Inch 
and a half apart and litiko In a quick 
oven until delicately browned. This 
recipe will make -10 cakes. 

Ham Tomato Toast. — Take one-half 
tablespoonful of minced onion and one 
tnblespnonful of minced' green pepper; 
cook in two tnblespoonfuls of butter, 
then add two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
a teaspoonful of sugar, a few dashes 
of pepper, one-hnlf teaspoonful of salt, 
one-half cupful of minced bam, and a 
cupful of tomato puree. Serve on 
toast. 

Almond Toast. — Mix five cupfuls of 
flour, one and one-lmlf cupfuls of j 
sugar, one-fourth of a cup of butter, 
one-hulf cupful of milk, one-half tea- 
spoon of vanilla, four eggs, two toa- 
spoonfttls of baking powder, four ta- | 
blespoonfuls of olive oil. Mix as usual, 
adding tit tlie last one-fourth of a 
pound of split unblnnched almonds. 
Knead lightly and well, using flour on 
tlie bands to keep from sticking. Turn [ 
into three well greased bread pans and { 
take In a moderate oven until brown. 1 
Cut the loaves In half-inch slices and 
place them crosswise In a pun to i 
brown; turn so that the sides will | 
brown. Cool before packing away. 
These tire excellent to serve with tea 
or coffee and will keep for weeks In a 
i 4r.v place. . 

Fudge Frosting. — .Melt two ounces 
; <-f chocolate over hot water. Add two 
cupfuls of sugar mul one cupful *of 
ijllk. Stir until the sugar is dissolved. 
When the boiling point is reached, 
heat vigorously and cook to the soft 
hull stuge (-.’10 F.) Remove from 
tlie fire, add a tenspooiifiil of butter 
and let stand until cold, then bent 
until creamy and spread on the cake, 
fuls of minced pnraloy.

raisins cut fine, two-thirds of u cupful 
of chopped walnuts, two well heuteu 
eggs, a half teas[)oonful of vanilla, oue 
plat of flour and two teaspoonfuls of 
| linking powder. Drop hy spoonfuls on 
baking sheets. Bake in u moderate 
i oven. 

Coffee Caramels. — I'ut a pound of 
dark brown sugar Into a saucepan, add 
oue cupful of clear strong coffee, one- 
hulf cupful of cream and one tuble- 
spoonful of butter. Cook until It 
snaps when dropped in cold water. 
Four into greased tins and murk lu 
squures. as it cools. 

Velvet Sherbet.— Mix tlie juice of 
three lemons, one and one-hulf cupfuls 
of sugar und stir until dissolved; add 
fnur cupfuls of rich milk aud freeze, 
it may look curdled, hut when frozeu 
it will tie as smooth us velvet. 

Stuffed Egg Salad.— Cut hurd rooked 
eggs in halves tuke out the yolks, cut 
h thin slice from each rounded white 
to make it stand firmly, drop lu each 
H little mayonnaise. Mix the yolks to 
a paste with the mayonnaise, using 
any minced meat fish or fluvwr vege- 
tatde for seasoning. Fill the cavttlea 
j and sprinkle with chopped parsley.

fallen iu battle. And the Holy Writer 
cluses the narration with these words:

On the last day of this mouth, as- 
sisted hy the children of the schools, 
you will lay Bowers on the giaves of 


Emmanuel, God witli us. Cliiist, the 
only gate through which we enter 
into life everlasting, hidden it is true 
by the veil of the sacrement, hut 
Whom we shall meet hereafter face 
to face. 

Today memories sacred, tender, and 
true come flocifing back to you, Ven- 
erable men of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Although it is Inc and 
fifty years since tho war, 1801 to 1865 
closed, it seems to you scarcely more 
than a score of years. In (ho morn- 
ing of life, you took up arms to pre- 
serve the Knfon. to maintain the Con- 
stitution. to destroy forever t lie* stig- 
ma of human slavery. And your 
efforts, under God, were crowned | 
with success. Today the names and 
memories of Grant, Sherman and Sher- 
idan, of Custer. Kearney and Meode, 
of Hancook, Hooker and Shaw, thrill 
your heart and tire your mind anew. 
And the remembrance of otlieis, now 
sleeping their last sleep among Vir- 
ginia's hills, or else in Georgia's 
sands, dims your aged eyes with 
grateful tears. 

But 1 will speak particularly of Gen- 
eral Chamberlain, who was chosen by 
Grant to receive the surrender of Lee 
end his army, and t(jus close the war 
between the States Not as the Hom- 
an conquerors received their captives 
and reduced them to slaves. But as 
a brave soldier and a Christian gentle- 
man, Chamberlain received the sur- 
render of the Army of Virginia so 
graciously and so humanely that the 
bitterness and sting of defeat were 
wellnigh forgotten. And his spirit of 
reconciliation shown that April day 
has been the spirit and endeavor of | 
the Grand Army of the Republic in 
making again no North, no South, no 1 
East, no West, hut one uuited coun 
try. 

This year the exercises assume an 
International character. For across 
the seas "over there" gentle French 
hands, and loviug French hearts will i 
lay both prayers aud flowers on the ! 
graves of those who died "for God 
and Country and Humanity." And as | 
their time is earlier than ours, we can j 
see in fancy the setting sun shining j 
ou the little cross which marks each 
grave, and the shadow of Christ’s 
saving cross falling on that hallowed 
ground like a benediction. 

Aud now. Venerable Men of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, you have 
fallen into the sere and silver leaf of 
honorable age. Having passed beyond 
the allotted age of three score years 
and ten. you must perforce soon leave 
to younger hands and hearts this work 
of patriotism pnd civil betterment, 
which you have done so long and so 
faithfully.

NATION HONORS 
ALL HER HEROES 

Memories of Veterans of Three 
Wars Are Enshrined in 
Country’s Heart. 

Memorial day Is the day of llie dead, 
the veterans of three wars; but, 
though newly consecrated by the fresh 
and poignant sacrifices of those who 
passed away In the great war of liber- 
ation “over there,” there cannot be 
now, any more than In the past, any 
associations hut those of true Joy and 
honorable pride, far removed from the 
despair of causes lost, or from griefs 
over those whose death Is without 
meaning and end without result. For 
It Is the holy joy of those who know 
that the sacrifices were not In vain 
that distinguished this day of days 
this year, coupled with the realization 
that both those who went and those 
who remained Joined freely in the 
oblation on the altar of the country 
with an unfaltering belief in the fine 
nobility of the obligation nnd the deep 
significance of what It meant for the 
common good. 

While the ceremonies on this side 
follow the usual lines, heightened by 
the opportunity to pay fresh homage 
where homage Is due, the tribute that 
Is paid “over there.” beginning with 
the ceremony nt Suresnes, near which 
has been developed the American 
cemetery nearest to Parts, nt which 
President Wilson officiated last year, 
in the very presence of the dead them- 
selves, takes on an especially moving 
character. For In nothing did the 
American expeditionary force and all 
Its helpful accessory agencies, such as 
the Red Cross, so distinguish them- 
selves as In their concern that the last 
resting place of those who fell abroad 
should be neither unknown, unmarked 
nor unhonored. As a result of this 
determined and consecrated effort of 
all services, the new graves of the 
hero dead, he they located where they 
fell, or removed to the permanent 
centers of burial that have been se- 
lected at appropriate plaeea as the 
official American cemeteries, will re- 
ceive every attention that Is their Just 
due from their brothers In arms “over 
there” and u grateful country. The 
graves, all separately nnd singly 
marked with the cross. <*r the star, 
save in name nnd title, no distinction 
of rank being allowed In the identify- 
ing symbol, will he decorated, one nnd 
all. And while much that has been 
devised as to the handling of these 
special cemeteries has followed the 
plan of the British, who have been a' 
work at the problem much longer, yet 
u peculiarly American touch Is given 
In that this annual commemoration of 
Memorial day so familiar to us all, 
Is new to our stiles, and to the French, 
though they have gladly co-operated 
with the American forces In order to 
make the day a truly notable one and 
one of general and significant com- 
memoration. 

So far os the general cemeteries go 
ne have followed the British in the

plan f«»r the separate graves, but they 
have gone a little further In that each 
large burying place will he dominated 
by a tall crass and plain altar stone, 
described h.v Kipling as “the t’mss of 
Sacrifice and the Stone of Remem- 
brance.” the stone hearing the Inscrip- 
tion, also suggested by Kipling. “Their 
name liveth forevermore.” Save for 
this, the great concentration ceme- 
teries of the American forter., such as 
Romagne-sur-Montfaucon, t#e largest, 
containing Sfl.OtiO graves of those who 
fell in the Mcusc-Argonne battles, will 
represent little more than the sim- 
plicity of Quaker burying grounds, 
since the [a-rmuix-nt memorial monu- 
ments that may he erected are yet to 
he determined. But there is no ques- 
tion of the monumental effect of the 
commemoration, nor will those who lie 
In the smaller cemeteries or In the 
little French churchyards he over- 


looked today or In the years to come. 

This Is all as It should he. And 
quite ns those at home would wish It. 
And, ns has happened In the case of 
the older celebrations, even though the 
day brings its fresh and deeper sor- 
rows, at tin* same time there must he 
felt everywhere the comforting sense 
that the country nnd those who have 
passed away were equal to their task 
In the world crisis. It Is hut niis't 
and proper, therefore, that all should 
Insist that wherever they may lie each 
nnd all who paid the final debt shall 
In* marked from among their fellows, 
dead nnd living, by such seemly and 
ceremonial observances as we have 
set up here for generations and are 
now repeating abroad. Respect nnd 
recognition for what they did nnd 
proper honors for the hero dead lend 
dignity to the living, glorify nil sense 
of duty nnd discipline nnd lift all life 
Into the nobler channels of n human- 
ity that Is not, ns Is writ of the beasts 
of the fields, “without aim nr hope,” 
but serves understnndlngly nnd not In 
vn'n. 


PASSING OF THE GRAND ARMY 

Significant Thr.t In Omaha Three Post* 
of Veterans Have Had to Be 
Consolidated. 

One of the Items of local news car- 
ries with If n tinge of sndness, ob- 
serves the Omaha Bee. It recounts 
the fact that the three Omaha posts 
of the Grand Army of the Republic 
are to he consolidated because they no 
longer have numerical strength for 
more than one. This Is simple no- 
tice that the great organization of men 
who wore the blue nnd marched with 
Grant and Sherman, Is passing on 
more rapidly than we realize. They 
were hoys In when the conflict 

closed, but that was more than half 
n century ngo, nnd the youngest head 
thnt sheltered under a soldier's cap 
then Is now snow-white from age. It 
was Inevitable thnt this association of 
men who shared together the hard- 
ships nnd privations, the dangers and 
the triumphs of war. should pass in 
Its time, for Its members art* Immor- 
tal only In the deeds they wrought 
and the glory they brought to An.eririi, 
Soon “the muffled drum’s s»d roll” 
will have beaten the last tattoo for the 
Grand Army; the last veteran will have 
been laid away to await the bugle 
sounding reveille in eternl^, the last 
bronze 1 button will be placed alongside 
the tattered old battle (lags and the 
stained uniform, and the Grand Army 
of the Republic will live only In the 
memory of a people who will more and 
more enjoy tU<- fruitage of Ms history.

Cer- 
tuln it is that the day should uot he 
given over to sport. 


T HINK of the young men — the boys in blue and in gray — who went down in the cruel 
•laughter of Cold Harbor and in the gloom of the Wilderness, and who wore 
themselves out in hospital and in prison! You can take up no college history, or 
town history or family history, without coming across evidences of the unspeak- 
able sadness of this young life. The boys who there surrendered it, in the full-flood 
of patriotism, would otherwise have seen the telephone and the automobile and the 
flying machine, and the countless wonders of our great era, and would have been able to 
witness the solemn drama of the nations as it has been enacting. All this is life. Some 
of them would have fallen away from natural causes, to be sure, but many would now be 
looking complacently out toward the setting sun. Children and grandchildren — who 
have now never crossed the threshold of existence — would have been gathering about 
them ip affectionate reverence.

RUSSIA’S GRAVE MORAL ERROR 


Forcible Seizure of Land Understand- 
able. but to Be Regretted as Mak- 
ing a Precedent to Justify 
Dishonesty. 

Article XIX. 

By FRANK COMERFORD. 

An examination of Russia, the pn- 
tlont. Just before tht* treatment was 
started, reveals several findings which 
are necessary to complete the history 
and physical examination. 

ItusKln was 78 per cent Illiterate. 
This means that nearly four-fifths of 
the people In Russia could not road 
or write. It does not mean thnt they 
could not think. There Is ns grent a ( 
difference between illiteracy and In- 
telligence ns there Is between Illiteracy 
anil Ignorance. I have met tunny Rus- 
sian peasants who could not rend or 
write, who had good native minds, 
genuine pojver of reasoning — home- 
spun thinkers. The head of Russia 
had not been trained, but It was not 
empty. 

There nre many reasons for the Il- 
literacy of the great majority of Rus- 
sian people. The autocratic state wits 
th* principal conspirator against the 
Russian people getting nn education. 
The autocrats knew that ignorance is 
the greatest Insurance against up- 
risings. the greatest sedative to keep 
the slave from complaining. The 
Church In Russia, the Orthodox 
Church, was used to keep the light 
front the people. The czar was the 
“Little Father." the divine agent of 
find on earth, and the “Fnholy Synod" 
of the Russian Church bowed, not be- 
fore the Christ, but bent low before 
the czar. They betrayed Christ, even 
as they betrayed the sons and daugh- 
ters of men. their own blood, the Rus- 
sian peasants and toilers. 

Religion Their Only Solace. 

The people of Russia held firmly 
to their faith In Ood. The rest and 
ease their faith gave them was tit* 
only comfort they had. In moments 
of Intense religious communion they 
were lifted out of themselves and for 
seconds forgot their burdens. These 
seconds were long spaces of relief, 
green spots In the endless desert waste 
of lire. 

Flow Christ must have wept when he 
witnessed the “Holy Synod." the 
monkish rascals, with tltelr sacrilegious 
Icons, silencing the protests of souls, 
throttling the cry for freedom, by 
quoting In Ills name that those 
who suffered most here would be high- 
est In heaven. A blasphemy, tt cor- 
ruption of t lie* Lowly One, who used 
the word brotherhood to define equal- 
ity, and the fatherhood of God to ex- 
press the justice that man owed to 
mttn. 

It was agreed by nnd between the 
Holy Synod and the czars that the 
Russian worshipers of God must not 
know how to read or write his name. 
So It was that the orthodox church 
of Russia used religion to insult God 
and hold his creatures In bondage. It 
was the only great church In the 
world that did not provide prayer 
books for Its members. It was ar- 
gued that if the people had prayer 
books they would learn to read, and 
if they read the Christ message on the 
Sabbath they might read other strange 
and ffitngemus hooks on Monday and 
Tuesday nnd the other days of the 
week. They might misuse their abil- 
ity to read, and read things like the 
American Declaration of Independ- 
ence. The churches of the Byzantine 
painted tin* story of religion on the 
sble of its walls. They gave the peo- 
ple nn education by the picture book 
method we use for children before 
they have reached the kindergarten 
age. 

Bolshevism Officially Launched. 

The birth certificate of bolshevism 
wits Issued on November 10. 1917. 

“The All-Russian Congress of the 
Councils of Workingmen's, Soldiers’ 
Httd Feasants’ Deputies decrees the 
form of the administration of the 
country. FENDING THE MEETING 
OF THE CONSTITUENT ASSEM- 
BLY. The provisional workers’ and 
peasants' government Is to be called 
, the Council of People's Cotntnlsslon- 
[ ers. The administration of the indi- 
vidual branches of state life is to be 
! entrusted to boards, the composition 
• of which Is to secure the carrying out 
I of the program proclaimed by the con- 
gress in close contact with the organ- 
I izatlons of workers, sailors, soldiers. 

I peasants nnd employees. The gov- 
I eminent authority belongs to the board 
' and chairmen of these commissioners, 
that is, to the people’s commissioners, 
und the right of systeinuMzing them 
belongs to the All-Russian Congress 
, of the Councils of Workmen's ttud 
Peasants' ami Soldiers' Delegates and 
i its Central Executive Committee.'* 

Tb, government of the czar was uu- 
toe ratio, not Incapse it was a bad gov- 
ernment nnd misgoverned the |*eop!e. 

I It was autocratic because the people 

■ did not have u voice in It. A good 

■ got eminent that denied the people a 
voice would be equally us autocratic. 
With the fall of the Kerensky regime 
Leititte and Trotsky, and their bolshe- 
vik followers, did not have time und 
it tu> not expedient or possible to 


cnnvnss the wish nnd will of tht* peo- 
ple nt once, so they Issued the prom- 
l«e I have quoted above. The words 
nf promise are printed In capital let- 
ters. 

It was their morn! obligation to 
keep this promise mndo to the people. 

It was necessary to keep It, If there 
wns to he a genuinely free Russia. 
Who could anticipate and who would 
dare write out nnd put Into operation 
• he plan of government without giving 
nil of the people of Russia a chance 
to pass upon the plan nnd help formu- 
late It through their own chosen rep- 
resentatives? 

This wns the first promise tire bol- 
shevik lenders made to the Russians. 
They broke It. It hns never been ful- 
filled. In the constitution and decrees 
of the soviet government they have 
tried to explain, excuse nnd condone 
this breach of promise. Fairly In- 
terpreted, nil they have said In de- 
fense of this abuse of power, this vio- 
lation of trust. Is In substnnee: "It 
was neoossnry to dissolve the Consti- 
tuent Assembly ; It might have Inter- 
fered with our plans; It might have 
Jeopardized soviet government." What 
right did they have to think, net, nnd 
decide for the people any more thnn 
the czar had? 

In speeches nnd writings I.enlne nnd 
Trntzk.v have since In a veiled way 
suggested thnt the peasants elected 
i members of the middle class to 
represent them Instead of pend- 
ants. What of It? If the penn- 
ants make mistakes they will lenrn 
and profit by their mistakes. They 
cannot become Independent until they 
get a chance to exercise Independence. 
No man can get muscle by letting an- 
other fellow use the dumbbells. The 
Russians — peasants, workers and 
hourgenlse — are all human beings, nnd 
a government, to he democratic, must 
he. ns Lincoln put It, "of the people, 
for tin* people nnd by the people.” A 
government thnt Is afraid of the Influ- 
ence nnd power of three or four per | 
cent of the people isn't able to live, J 
nnd It doesn’t deserve to. 

Gladly Obeyed Lerrine. 

I.enlne Issued his famous order, 
"Peasants, seize* the land.” This com- 
mand was obeyed with great enthusi- 
asm, They forgot all about freedom 
and the constitutional convention. 
They understood what bind meant, 
they bad been taught that by being de- 
nied It. They knew little about 
political phrases and framework. The 
order to seize the land tore from the j 
serfs their heaviest chains. Lonlne i 
became their liberator — his wns the 
voice that said "seize the land." 
Probably the peasants would have 
done it anyway. Disorder nnd unrest 
had destroyed all respect for property 
rights. Property rights had a differ- 
ent meaning in Russia tlmn elsewhere; 
property rights meant the right to ! 
heat human beings, to buy and sell | 
serfs. Yet the fact thnt I.enlne had ; 
uttered the words made them reverence 
and respect him, even ns a man will j 
be thankful to one who has told hint 
to lie careful of a hole In the side- 
walk, notwithstanding the fact he lias 
already seen It. Bolshevism started 
with great popularity. This was the 
secret of It. * 

Of course the order to seize the 
land, all land, was based on the Idea 
that the owners of land held title by 
and through tlielr own wrongful con- 
duct. God had made the ground and 
sunshine, and those who had taken ti- 
tle to it had only movnd on nnd forced 
others off. Tills Is the way the bol- 
sheviks reasoned, and from this point 
of view they were consistent. From 
the world’s point of view It wns con- 
fiscation. It was dishonest. Many 
people believe that acquiring property 
is frequently the result of Industry 
and thrift; In some cases the title to 
property is based upon cunning, schem- 
ing and force. All of us know that 
i there are some who nre without any 
private property because they pre- 
fer to squander their time, dissipate 
their energy and live shiftless lives. 
After all, It Is a matter of opinion, and 
from the point of view of the bolshe- 
viks the order "Peasants, seize the 
land" may have been Justified. 

But when the order was given, the 
peasants seized It not for the com- 
munity but to own It privately, tin 
this point there can be no difference 
of opinion among honest. Impartial, 
fair-minded men. nnd when the peas- 
ants seized the land to hold, use and 
own It as their private property they 
were guilty of taking title by the very 
means others had taken the land, and 
against whom they had complained 
and cried “Thief!" 

The Russian people have the power 
to think. They realize that they have 
acquired property by the very methods 
they have always condemned In oth- 
ers. Their natural selfishness may 
constrain them to keep this property. 
The sufferings they have gone through 
may mitigate the offense, but one ef- 
fect wus inevitable, and that effect 
the most serious that could happen to 
u people oji the threshold of u free fu- 
ture. I refer to the weakening of 
their moral nuture. the making of a 
precedent Justifying dishonesty. I 
have found the III effects of this act 
on the patient, Russia, in every /sub- 
sequent symptom.
